S h o c k i n g M u r d e r a t M e r e d i t h B r i d g e , 
N. H . —A flip from the Democrat contains 
the 
following 
particulars of a deed of 
blood :— 
It becomes our painful duty to announce 
a cold-blooded murder that was perpetrated 
just out of the limits of our village, and 
within sight and hearing of ninny dwelling 
houses, some time last night (Oct. 2 4 .)— 
T h e body of Edward L. Davit, 22 years of 
age, whose parents reside in this village, 
was found in the river, just below? the rail­ 
road bridge, where it had evidently been 
thrown after life had become extinct, or the 
person insensible. 
O n the bridge, near 
the middle of the river, was found the coat 
of the deceased. 
T h e collar was torn off, 
and hung only by a few threads, while the 
right sleeve, from the elbow to the wrist, 
was covered with blood, as was also the 
left skirt. 
T h e lining of the right sleeve 
was covered with thick, dark blood. 
Blood 
was found from the bridge three or four 
rods along the railroad track to a pair of 
bars, that opened into a small patch of 
woods. 
About two or three rods from the 
bars, within the field, and by the side of 
the woods w as found one spot of blood.— 
ll is supposed, from the quantity of blood 
that he must have been made insensible by 
a blow some distance from this place, and 
his coat taken off aud wrapped round his 
head, while he was carried to the bridge.-* 
'I’he deceased was a thick set person, about 
five feet four or five inches in height, and 
was employed im the railroad. 
Suspicion 
of the murder falls strongly on a Mr. R u ­ 
fus Flanders, with whose wife it was said 
the deceased has been for some time car­ 
rying on an illicit intercourse.

ders left his wife and this village about a 
week since, oil this account, but returned 
early yesterday morning.

of every kind of industry in which they are 
engaged. 
T h e result will undoubtedly be 
a collection of rare arid curious specimens 
both of nature aud art greater and more 
magnificent than has ever been n u d e on 
earth. 
It will illustrate the amazing tri­ 
umphs which the genius of man has achiev­ 
ed over the elements of nature. 
It will be 
a splendid exemplification ol the present 
condition of each one of the useful arts— a 
brilliant concentration o f all the material 
benefits which civilization has bestowed 
upon the human race. 
T h e spectacle will 
be a glorious one to look upon, anti will 
undoubtedly attract to the British metropo­ 
lis, multitudes from all parts of the civilized 
world. 
T h e arrangem ents for the Exhibition 
have already been an n o u n ced , and are now 
in an advanced state of forwardness. 
T h e 
plan of an edifice of brick with a towering 
dome, which was at first proposed, Ins been 
abandoned, and a building composed rn- 
lirf-ly of girns set in iron frames is to be 
erected iii Nt. J a m e s ’ P ark , of dimensions 
ample enough lo contain all the various ar­ 
ticles of exhibition, and with galleries so 
arranged along the sides and through the 
central length of the building that specta­ 
tors can walk their entire circuit, and thus 
com m and a complete view o f the magnifi­ 
cent scene. 
T h e building is to be

feet in length, 408 feet in breadth, and 60 
feel in height. 
It is to be divided by a 
transept-passing through the middle, into 
two apartments, one of tune hundred aud 
forty-eight feet in length.

acres, and its roof including tho galleries 
will not cover less than twenty-one acres,

the galleries— those at the sides being *24 
feet wide and that in the centre being 7‘i 
feet— will l>c not less than one mile in ex­ 
tent, and the cost of the building, were it 
to be permanently retained, is estimated at 
■£160,000, though the committee have con­ 
tracted to pay only £ 7 9 , 8 0 0 fur the use of 
the materials and the labor of putting them 
together, as most of them may be returned 
and made available for other purposes.— 
T h e building is to be supported aud adorn­ 
ed with ll,230 co lu m n s; its cubic contents 
are to be about 3 3 ,JNK),OOO of feet, and the 
glass of w hich it is to be constructed alone 
will weigh upwards of 400 tons.
